Dani Oore, Director 

Dani Gore’s debut recording was called “powerful” 

(C. Hatzis), “truly brilliant” (M. Murley), and 
“mesmerizing” (J.S. Adams). He has toured Canada 
and abroad as saxophonist with the Juno-nominated 
Jerry Granelli Trio, whose latest recording, in 
collaboration with Mike Murley, won a 2016 ECMAfor 
Best Jazz Recording. 


Collaborations with Sageev Core (researcher at 
Google Brain’s Magenta) include their debut album 
recorded for CBC, lauded as “stunning...masterful” 
{Classical Modern Music Review), and nominated 
for a 2013 ECMA for Best Classical Recording. Dani 
Core’s music is featured in over 20 specials for 
CBC and Bravo, in collaborations with artists across 
different traditions and disciplines. He has also 
worked as a dancer, actor, and performance-artist. 
His conception of reunified arts has informed his 
teaching strategies and scholarship. 

Dr. Core’s recent scholarship was presented 
at Stanford’s CCRMA and is forthcoming with 
University of Texas Press. He develops his teaching 
in classrooms and through research, and has been 
a guest or artist-in-residence leading clinics across 
Canada. Dani Core currently teaches music at the 
University of Toronto, where he has been nominated 
and awarded for teaching awards.

Jim Lewis 

Jim Lewis is a freelanoe trumpet player, improviser, 
and oomposer/arranger. His early performanoe oredits 
inolude Rainer Wiens’ Silk Stockings (A Donde Esta El 
Meroado). Over the years Lewis has performed and 
improvised with some of Canada’s finest improvisers, 
and is ourrently a regular member of the Frank Lozano 
Group {Colour Fields), Christine Dunoan’s Element 
Choir {Live at Rosedale United, Element Choir & 

William Parker - At Christ Church Deer Park), Mark 
Segger Sextet {The Beginning), an improvising trio with 
Andrew Downing and Jean Martin {On a Short Path 
From Memory to Forgotten) and the Juno-nominated 
Bristles Trio with Andrew Downing and David Ooohipinti 
{Bristles - 2015). He was also a featured performer at 
the Festival of New Trumpet Musio Canada (FONT) 
in 2013 in Montreal. Jim Lewis oan be heard in olubs 
in the Toronto area, and aoross the oountry as a 
sideman with various other groups, and has played 
Jazz Festivals aoross Canada, the United States, and 
Europe, with many of Canada’s most oreative jazz 
musioians and improvisers. He is ourrently an Assistant 
Professor, Teaohing Stream at the University of Toronto. 

Noam Lemish 

Noam Lemish is a jazz pianist and oomposer with roots 
in Israel and California ourrently based out of Toronto, 
Canada. He has performed aoross the United States, 
Canada, Europe, Israel, and in Bhutan where he has 
played with suoh musioians as: Sheila Jordan, John 
Handy, Julian Lage, James Newton, Dayna Stephens, 
Amos Hoffman, Cameron Brown, George Marsh, 
Franoes-Marie Uitti, Babatunde Lea and many others. 
Lemish has several reoordings to his oredit, inoluding 
The Turning (2016), Magic Clavier Book I (2015), Nightfall 
(2013), The People’s King (2010) and Yes And (2008).

Hailing from rural southwestern Ontario and now 
based in Toronto, bassist Mark Godfrey has emerged 
as one of the new faoes of Canadian jazz. Awarded 
the Grand Prix de Jazz from the Montreal Jazz 
Festival in 2014 along with his ensemble Pram Trio, 
his work as a oo-leader, bassist, and oomposer has 
garnered international reoognition. Mark Godfrey has 
performed as a feature artist at jazz festivals aoross 
Canada inoluding Victoria, Vancouver, Calgary, Toronto, 
Montreal, Halifax and Rimouski.
